CONSENT ORDER 

On Decembei 30, 2005, Defendants Electricite de Fiance ("EDF"), Electiicite de Fiance 
International Noith Ameiica ("EDFINA"), and Chiistian Nadal ("Mi Nadal"), filed Defendants' 
Motion to Compel and Foi a Protective Ordei On Januaiy 1 8, 2006, Plaintiff, Catheiine Gaujacq 
("Ms Gaujacq"), filed a Supplement to Aleit this Coutt to New Developments Impacting the 
Motions Before this Couit and Motion foi Enforcement of the Rules The paities having come to an 
agreement concerning the issues raised in those motions, hereby agiee to withdraw these motions, 
based upon the following agreement reached between the parties Accordingly, it is hereby 

ORDERED, as follows: 

1) Ihe deposition of Ms,, Gaujacq will be taken at the offices of Chailson, Bredehoft & 
Cohen, P C C, in Reston, Viiginia on March 16 and 17, 2006, begiiming at 9:30 a m 
each day,. The deposition will be limited to 7 hours each day (excluding reasonable 
breaks taken by either paity), unless agreed upon otherwise by the patties, oi unless a 
party seeks finthei Ordei of this Comt; 

2) EDF will provide counsel for PlaintiS by close of business March 17, 2006 a list of 
the areas of knowledge fiom Attachment A of Plamtiffs 30(b)(6) deposition notice 
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to EDFINA and Plaintiffs 30(b)(6) deposition notice to EDF detailing which 
specific topic areas (by numbei and letter) the EDF coiporate designee will be 
prepared to testify at his oi hei deposition scheduled for March 23 and 24, and which 
areas Mi Nadal will testify to on behalf of EDIFINA or EDF at his deposition 
scheduled for Apiil 4 and 5, In the event there are areas of Attachment A not 
designated for either witness, EDF and EDFINA shall provide plaintiff with 
designations of the witnesses to testify as to those topic areas, and arrange for a 
mutually agieeable time, date and place for such testimony; 

3) The deposition of the coipoiate designee for EDF, pursuant to Rule 30(b)(6), will be 
taken at the offices of Steptoe & Johnson, LLP in Washington D„C on March 23 and 
24, 2006, beginning each day at 9:30 am each day An interpreter will be provided 
at the expense of Ms, Gaujacq The deposition will be limited to 7 houis each day 
(excluding leasonable breaks taken by eithei paity), unless agieed upon otheiwise by 
the parties, oi imless a party seeks finthei Older of this Court; 

4) The deposition of Mr Nadal, both in his individual capacity and in his capacity as 
corporate designee for EDF and EDFINA, will be taken at the offices of Steptoe & 
Johnson, LLP in Washington D, C on Apiii 4 and 5, 2006, beginning at 9:30 a m,, 
Ihe deposition will be limited to 7 hours each day (excluding reasonable breaks 
taken by eithei paity), imless agieed upon otheiwise by the parties, or unless a paity 
seeks fuithei Oidei of this Court; 

5) The deposition of Mr, YannLaioche will be taken on Apiil 21, 2006, in Paiis, 
Piance at the offices of EDF's outside counsel, Gide Loyiette Nouel, 26, corns 
Albeit lei, 75000 Paris, beginning at 8:30 a m. An inteipretei will be provided at the 
expense of Ms Gaujacq and a court reportei will be obtained at the expense of Ms 
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Gaujacq The paities agiee to abide by the Fedeial Rules of Civil Proceduie 
governing the taking of the deposition, and that the deposition may be used foi all 
puiposes peimitted by the fedeial Rules of Civil Proceduie and the Local Rules of 
this Couit, No paity will challenge the legality of the taking of the deposition oi the 
use of the deposition tianscdpt in this litigation; 

6) The deposition of Ms Adja Ba will be taken at the offices of Steptoe & Johnson, 
LLP in Washington D C on April 17, 2006, beginnmg at 10:00 am ; 

7) The deposition of Mt Alexandie Audie will be taken at the offices of Steptoe & 
Johnson, LLP in Washington D C on Apiil 2 5, 2006, beginning at 1 0:00 a m ; 

8) Unless otheiwise set foith in this Ordei, agieed upon by the paities, or by fuither 
Ordei of this Couit, each day of deposition will last a maximum of seven (7) hours, 
excluding reasonable breaks taken by either paity; 

9) Ail paities are fiee to request this Court's assistance in scheduling less than or 
additional time of deposition for each deponent, if any paity feels the deposition is 
being unreasonably extended oi delayed, oi there is otheiwise good cause to extend 
ot decrease the time for completion of the deposition; 

10) Of the depositions scheduled in this Ordei, Plaintiff is responsible foi providing 
interpreters for only the depositions of the EDF 30(b)(6) corporate designee and Mr 
Laioche, and, if EDF and EDTTNA determine in good faith that Mi,. Audie requires 
an inteipieter, Ms Gaujacq is responsible fbi providing an interpreter for Mr 
Audie's deposition as well; 

11) Ms Gaujacq, Ml Nadal, andMs Ba do not require interpreters duiing their 
respective depositions Counsel for EDF and EDFINA will advise Ms Gaujacq's 
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counsel by Apiil 6, 2006 if an inteipietei will be required for the deposition of Mr 
Audie.
